Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: First, the 1 12 rejection is discussed. The Examiner explains that the 
word "rank" cited in claim 1 is not used in the specification and the context for the term "associated office" is not 
established in the claim. Second, the 103 rejection is discussed. Applicant argues that prior art Elrod does not teach 
an order in polling. Examiner explains that polling inherently has an order because polling is done one device at a 
time. Applicant does not agree with the Examiner that Ikeda teaches to decrease from maximum. Applicant particularly 
points out that from step 202 of FIG. 2, the flow can go to step 203 where G is assigned minimum value. So applicant 
is not convinced Ikeda teaches the luminous intensity adjustment limitation of claim 1 . 
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
